tion since the Chelsea disaster in 1908. 


Thousand Buildings Laid Waste* 
Th© conflagration, which laid waste more than 1,000 buildings, was 
today burning itself out in the leveled ruins of the city. 
Offlcals esti­ 
m ate the loss at $10,000,000. 
The burned district follows lines through a 
sem icircle three miles in length and varying from half a mile to a mile 
an d a half across. 
Although many persons were injured, only one charred body, that of a 
woman believed to be a Mrs. Cunningham was found. 
At least 10,000, one- 
ourth of the city s population, are homeless- 
Thousands passed the night 
in the open and hundreds sought shelter in churches and schools. 
Fire Starts in Leather Factory. 
Untold horrors have come in the wake of the terrible calamity. 
The 
therm om eter stood at 94 degrees when, with a small explosion, the fire 
broke out in a leather factory in the manufacturing center of the city. Fan- 
ned by a gale from the northwest the flames spread. 
Carried a mile by 
flying embers, the fire broke out in other sections of the city until at least 
three large conflagrations were raging. 
The fire departm ents of Salem, 
Boston, Lynn and other cities were handicapped by lack of water, and 
dynamite was finally resorted to. hut even this failed to check the flames 
until almost the whole city had been devastated.

Columbus. June 26.—W ith the se­ 
lection of a sub-committee of miners 
and operators, the work of trying to 
negotiate a 
wage 
scale 
for 
Ohio 
miners was resumed in the city when 
the east Ohio's men broke away. 
For the miners there are National 
Secretary William Green and three 
state officials. President John Moore. 
Secretary George W. Savage and Vice 
President Lee Hall. 
For the operators there are on the 
scale committee, John S. Jones, rep­ 
resenting 
the 
Crooksville 
district; 
Edwin Jones, representing 
Jackson; 
E. A. Cole, for Hocking Valley; Fred 
Ebersbach, for Pomeroy, and 
Paul 
Proeger, for Bergholz. 
W. L. Tim­ 
mons is secretary of the meeting. 
The m iners’ officials say they are 
pledged to the previous proposal of 
49.64 cents a ton for mine run ma­ 
chined coal, but intimated they might 
be able to recommend another rate 
to a state delegate convention if the 
miners representatives and the oper­ 
ators could agree. 
They made no 
new suggestion. 
They rejected the 
operator’s proposal of 43 cents a ton. 
Much of the day was spent in dis­ 
cussing the situation and it was said 
a conciliatory spirit was in evidence. 
The sub-committee met at 9 o’clock 
this morning in an attem pt to work 
out a basis of settlement. 
Although it was reported yester­ 
day 46 cents may be the basis, there 
was nothing to bring confirmation of 
this report.
